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FOREWORD 

The present publication continue, the eeri<» o( aimunl 

land-grunt college report* vhich had their beginning with the academic 
year 1867-68. The aeries is distinguished, first, by its historical 
continuity, and second, by the scope of the information presented 
regarding ^le individual colleges and universiUes in the land-grant 
group. 

Attention is called to a number of changes in the report for 1963-54. 
As a result of the adoption of a new inquiry-form on enrollment, most 
of the enrollment data refer to the month of November 1953, rather 
than lo the entire academic year (though data for the entire academic 
year are also included). For the first time, data are presented on 
and part-time students, respectively. In addition, so-called 
'‘spe<^'’ students are classified as undergraduate or graduate, de- 
pending on the level of work pursued. (Again, however, a sep^te 
count of the “special” students is also included.) The number of 
profeMional fields for which enroUmoit-data are presented has been 
expanded, especially in the health professions; and the number of 
gradvaU students in each profanionai field has been tabulated. For 
the first time, extension and oorrespondenM students are subdivided 
into coUege-grade Md non-coUegiate. Finally (with respect to en- 
rollment), data are included on the number of veteran students in the 
landigrant institutions.^ With respect to faculty, library staff members 
have been separatdy listed, and a separation has been made between 
faculty members having the rank of instaructor or above, and those with 
rank below instructor. With respect to finances, ^e usual percentage 
andyaip educational and general inoome for all land-grant insti- 
tutions has been supplemented by .a presentation for four different 
groups; vis, those with income above $30,000,000, those with inoome 
from $20,000,000 to W0,000,000, etc. A similar percentage analysis 
is included for educational and general wvp wid i t u r**s 
William A. Jaraca, Head of the Statistical Services Unit in the 
Reeearx* Md Statistical Standards Section, had general supervisory 
responsibility for the preparation of this report.

AND UNIVERSITIES, YEAR ENDED JUNE 
30 , 1954 ' 


FUNDAMKNTAXi PURPOSE of tiio Morrill Aot of 1843 woo 
to insnre th« develoiKnent of ittstractioQ in “agnculture And th« 
'raochanic wta’' in at ImM one coDege in each State. Undtf the pro- 
viaiona of this Aot th«^ was created a p«petual endowment f\ind for 
each Stnte, derived from the aale of public Lands or land scrip’granted 
to the Stnte. The mn ual income from the fund contributes to the 
sopport of the knd-grani oollegefs) in each State. Subsequent acta 
hare expanded the aoopto of the land-fjant institutionfi and have in- 
creaeed the contributions of the Federal Qovemment to them. 

The 69 viand-grant ooUe^ea and univeraiUea include at least one 
college or university in ea^' of the States and in the Tmitories of 
^laaka, Haw^ and Puerto Rico. In eahh of 18 States (via, Masaa- 
chuaetts and i7'8outheni States) there are 2 institutbns which partici- 
pate m the land-grant funds; in each of 30 State* and 3 Ttfritories, 
th«« is 1 institutkm. 

Most of the land-grant colleges and universities are under State 
oontroL Univeraitiea with .varying degrees of private control, how- 
ever, are ntilixed as land<-grant institutions in Delaware, New Jer*ey,a 
New York, Pennsylvania, and Vennont. In Minaanhiinnttn (me 
Institution which participates in the land-grant funds is under State 
control (the University of MahsachiMetta), and the other is under 
private control (M aasachuas tt a Inatituta of Tachnology). 

l^ta for the BSLinatitatsona are gmeraOy divided into two groupa in^ 
the tablea: (a) "52 inatitutioiw," and (b) ^'17 inatitutimia attended 
predaminantly by Negro etudenta."

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COLLECTION OF DATA 


Most of the data in the present report were coUecte(|| in regular 
course from questionnaires^ sent to all institutions of higher education 
in the United States. In order to secure neceasaiy data on land-grant 
funds and appropriations, two additional forms wertj sOnt to the 69 
iMd-grant institutions. These forms were “Land-Grant Appropria- 
tions for Instruction Facilities, Research, and Cooperative Extensbn 
Fiscal Year Ended June 30, 1964“ and “Report of the Treasurer, 
Land-Grant and Supplementary Morrill Funds Fiscal Year Ended 
June 30, 1954." 

FACULTY 


Data on faculty, as reported in this publication (tohle 10), wse 
coUectod on the form, “Fall Report on Faculty in Institutions of 
Higher Education: 1953/^ The chief betwam thif qum^ 

tionnAire and the one formerly employed was the date of collection of 
the data. The present form requested date as of November 1963- 
s previous forms requested data for the academic year and were mtended 
to report the number of staff members employed at any time during 
the year, except summer seroion. However, it was decided that the 
change in the number of faculty members within a school year would 
not be great enough to warrant a separate report for land-grant 
institutions only. Other innovations of the preemit survey are the 
separate reporting of librarians (formerly reported as staff fta* general 
adminis^tion) and the division of faculty ramnben for resident 
instruction into department heads and faculty meanben with rank of 
instructor or above and junior instructional staff. 

In the 62 institutions, the number of faculty membme (full- and 
part-time) as of November 1 953 was 72,748. Of these, approximately 
four-fifths (58,628) were men and one-fifth (14,120) were women. 
For the academic year 1962-53 tiie total number of faculty members 
in these institutions was 70,480, with approximately tiie mune pm- 
centage of men and women as in November 1953. More faculty 
members were on the staff of the 52 institutkms in November 1953 
that at any time from September 1962 to June 1953. The number of 
men increased 1,696 or 3.0 percent, and the number of women in- 
creased 673, or 4.2 percent. Clarified by function, the number of 
faculty members for resident instruction imaneased 5,1M or 13,5 
p«cent; while (he number for extensbh deoeaaed 2,390 or 13.7 per^ 
cent, and the number in general administntion (including UbimrianB) 
and in resea rch decreased by 18.9 and 2.3 peroeht. reanectivelv Apy

into account the revision of, the form used to collect the data and the 
effect of the more complete and explicit instructions on data to be 
included in each category, as well as the date of reporting. 

In the 17 institutions Attended predominantly by Negro students, 
the numb^ of faculty members as of November 1953 was 2,594. . Of 
these approziniately throe-fifths (1,607) were men, and two^ths 
(987) were women. For the academic year 1952-53, the total faculty 
in the 17 institutions numbered 2,645. For the third <x>nsecutive 
.year, the only decrease was in extension. The number of faculty 
members for extension instruction and Mrvices was 59 less than for 
the 1952-53 school jmx (an 11.0 percent demease). 

It is interesting to note that of aU the facility members reported by 
the 1,871 iitttitutioDs of higher education in the United States in 
1953-54, more tiuan one-fourth (28.1 percent) were in the 69 land- 
grant instituliona. The importance of research in the land-grant 
institutiims is shown by t|te fact that these 69 institutions employ 63.1 
pero^t of the total research faculty reported for all schools in Novem- 
ber 1953. 

In some instances, data on faculty ior adult education and for 
correspond enoe, short courses, and individual lessons are reported in 
table 10 without corresponding data on enrollment in table 12 . In 
any analysis of Uie data in the 2 tahles, the fact that data for 60 ^ 
tables were reported as of November must be taken into consideration. 
The November date f<» reporting faenlty would have very little 
influence on the data, sinoe faculty mmnbera are usudly employed for 
a Sffluxfl year. On the other hand, the enrolling in ^rt courses, for 
examine, would be greatly influenced by th5 date of reporting. 

In other instancies, no faculty members are reported in taUe 10 „even 
though enrollment is given in table 12. As indicated in the footnote 
to the taUe, in these cases no separate faculty was employed, and the 
enroUmmts in these dssses were served by members of the regular or 
exUmrion faculty and were not repeated separately.

The total 
resident undergraduate eniolhnent of ^18,533 (305,115 fuU-tiine and 
23,408 part-time students) was seven-e^ta (87.4 peroent) d aU 
resident enroOzDent in these imtitutiona. TIm remaining (UM-e^th 
(12.6 pcsTMit) of the leadent enroUmept was clasefied as graduate.

were indaded with undeigraduatee or graduates aceording 
to the level of college work being pursued. Spedal students are 
however, also hsted” as h separate group, in table 11. The total 
number of special students was 18,505. 

For the 52 institutions, enrollment as of November 1953 was 
reported in 20 selected profewional fields. Af^ undeigraduate 
level, engineering ranked first with an (mrollment of 62,841. EnroU- 
mOTts ^ over 10,000 undergraduates were reported in 4 additional 
fields-Busmess and Commerce, 38,681; Education, 27,686; Agricul- 
t^ 26,202; Md Home Economics, 14.346. At the graduate level, 
toe field of Education ranked first with 9,193 students, followed bv 

^gmwaing with 6,150, Agriculture with 4,713, and Businrea-and 
Commerce with 1,980. 

In the 17 institutions attended predominanOy by Negro studeute 
toe total resident enrollment of students of odUege |^e as of Novem^ 
her 1953 was 21,975. Of these, 10,072 (45.8 percrat) were men, and 
11,903 (54.2 percent) were women. The total resident under- 
« graduate enrollment of 21,144 was composed mainly of full-time 
^dents ; only 266, or 1 .3 pei^t, were reported as part-time students. 

e 21,144 underg^raduates in resident enrollment accounted for 96 2 
percent of all resident enrollment, and the 831 graduate students for 
3.8 percent. Special students (418 in number), included as undei^ 
graduate or graduate according to the level of work being pureued 
are also listed as a separate group in table 11. ’ 

For the 17 institutions attended predominantly by Negro students 
Education, with an enrollment of 6,990, had the greatest number of 
yundeigraduates among the 10 profeesional fields in which enrollments 
at this level wer^ reported as of November 1953.'" The 461 graduate 
students in Education were more than 4 times the combined eiroD- 
m<^ of the other 3 fields in which graduate students ware reported 
^W'oUmerU, aeademie year 

^tituliona, the total resident enrcdlinent of studenta of ooUsgo grade 
during toe academic year 1953-54 was 424,529, an increase of 18,566 
or 4.6 percent over toe enrollment for too oorrasponding period in 
1962-53. The number of etudentil‘ who were enrolled for toe first 
tune in any coD^ during the academic year 1953-54 increased 
8.7 peraent over the number of fiiat-tiine students emoUed daring 
toe previous pernio year. The fint-thne stodanta (98A46 m 
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stademte, 17^063 wore eordled tinder PaUic Lnira 16 uid 346, and 
37,663 under Public Laws 6S0 and 894. The male veteran ■tudents 
oompriaed 17^ perosit of all male readeiit enrollment. 

• The enrollment in the 62 inatitutioDe for the aMuiemic jeer 1963-64 
Vaa 18.0 peroent greyer than the November 1963 omdlmeat (f<Hr 
the und«grmduate 10.3 peec«it greater, and for the graduate 31.8 
percent greater). The number <d atud^ts who enrolled in college > 
for the firtt time during the academic year from September to June 
waa 10.9 percent greater than the number enrolled in the fall 1963. 

In the. 17 institutiona attended predominantly by Negro atudoita, 
the total reaidffiit enrollment of atudents of ctdlege grade during the 
academic year waa 23,976, a decr^aae of 1.8 pwcent from the enroll* 
ment of the preceding acadonic year. The numW of atudenta who 
were enrolled for the first time in any ocdlege during the academic 
year 1953-64 deoi^«aed 1.8 percent from the number enrolled during 
the academic year 1962-63. The firat-time atudenta (7,700 in number) 
comprised about one>third (33.6 p^oent) of the reeident undergraduate 
student body. 

A total of 2,388 veterana were enrolled aa resident atudents m the 
17 institutions during the academic year 1963-54. Of these, 572 
were enrolled under PuUic Iawb 16 and 346, and 1,816 under I^blio 
Laws 660 and 894. Male veteran students oompriaed 21.6 percent 
of all male reeidwt enrollment. 

DEGREE 

Duiiii^ the year ended June 30, 1964, a total of 79,066 degrees were 
conferred at all levels (baoheloria, maater’a, and doctor's) in the 69 
land-grant institution (table 9). Thu was a decrease of 4.2 peromit 
from the number granted in the same ioatitationa daring the ynr 
ended June 30, 1963. (The decrease for aU of the 1,324 degree- 
granting institations of hi^er education in the aggTe^te Umted 
Statea for the same period waa 4.1 peroent.) The decmae in bach- 
etoria and inaateria degrees is undoubtedly related to the low birth w 
rates in the eariy yean of the great d epre e a ipn. 

The number ^ degrees at each lev<d conferred by aU cd the land- 
grant ina|itotion during the year ended June 30, 1964, and 
percentage chai^ from the preceding year, were: bachelor's and ■ 
fint profemionil, 61,827, a decreaae of 6.2 peroent; masteria and 
second pstdearional, 13,709, a decreaae of 3.4 percent; and doctoria, 
S,6S0, an in ercaao of 1^9 Mroent. 

In 1963-64,' as M th^>qpt«o([^^ year, a pp t o i im ate^ thr^dlf^ 

(61.0 peroent) the bachelioris and fint profeanmud degrees eonferrsd 
in tha M inatitutioQa writ In tiu major oalegoriea of Social Sdanoei, 
Sducatton, Engineering, and Agrieultore. The peroentage dia* 
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tribution in each of the four fields baiag 21.7, 15.6, 13.2, and 10.3 
reepeotiyelj. ’ 

At the fflaster s and second professional lerel, the major ca tflywy 
of Education a^n lunked first with 40.8 pewent of the degrees at 
this level. Engineering, which was in third place last year, was second 
m 1053-54 with 12.0 pieroent of the degrees. The major category of 
S^ial Sciences was third with 10.5 peroent, foUowed by Agriculture 
with 8.6 percent. 

On the doctor’s level, approximately four-fifths (82.0 peroent) of 
the degrees were distributed among six major categories as follows: 
Phjwcal Sciences, 20.6 pert^t; Biolc^eal Sciences, 16.9 pero^t; 
Agriculture, 13.6 percent; Education, 12.0 percent; Social Sciences, 
9.7 percent; and Engineering, 9.2 peroent 

Data on degrees conferred by each of the 69 land-grant institutions 
in 1953-54 in each of the major fields of study are reported in Earned 

Cmyerred by Higher EdveaHonal InetiitOione (Omoe of 
Education Circular No. 418). 


INCOME AND EXPENCNTURES 

Cvrrent-fxtnd income for educational and funeral purpoeee (Uible 15 ) . 

The tot^ current-fund income for educational and general purpoere in 
the 62 institutions during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1964, was 
$748,167,626; this is an increase of more than $46 miHion, or 6.5 
percent, over the correspondi^ income for the year ended June 30, 
1953. Thte percentage distribution by source was ^proximately 
the safne as for the previous year. A classification of educational 
and general income by source, and a comparison with the previma 
year (1952-53), is-given in table A. 

In the 62 institutions,, total receipts of $189,013,846 from the 
Federal €k>venunent for educatioDal and gene^ purpoaea wots 
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distxibuied u followi: Fedotd grants or contractual amounts for 
research, other tiian apfiroptiadons for research at experiment 
itAtions, 67.9 percent; regular appropriations to land-grant Institn- 
tibns fcpr instruction, fadUtin, research at experiment stations, and 
coop^live extension, 26.6 ^>ercent; receipts from the Veterans' 
Administration for tuition and fees, 4.0 percent; and aTbther Federal 
grants or payments, 1.6 pox^t. 

The receipts from the Veterans' Administration, which declined 
about fM) percent from t^ amoimt TeceiyMi the previous year, in- 
clud^ tuition paid to the institutions fm* veterans enrolled under 
Public Laws 16, 346, and 894. The veterans enrolled under Public 
Uw 660 (“Korean veterans") paid the institutions directiy with 
funds received through the Veterans' Administration. The tuition 
for veterans under Public Law 660 was included, therefore, in “tuition 
and fees received froni the students for iiMtruction." 

In the 17 institutions attended predominantly by Negro students 
total current-fund income for educationil and general purposes wm 
$ 19,610,086. This is an increase of Irttie more than half a million 
doUara, or 2.8 percent, over the corresponding inc^ime for the year 
Mded June 30, 1963. A daesification of educational and general 
income by source, and a comparison with the previous year (1952- 
63), HI given in table B. 

The 17 land-grant institutkms attended predominantly by Negro 
students do not receive funds for agricultural experiment stations or 
cooperative extension dirwUy from the Federal Glovernment The 
regular Supplementary Morrill and Bankheadgones appropriations 
to these institutions for instruction and facilities were $474,684 or 
66.1 poicent of the $729,702 received from the Federal Oovermnent 
for educational and ^neral purposes. Receipts from the Veterans’ 
Administration for tuition wid fees for veterans enrolled under Public 
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Laws 16, 346, *nd 894, whksh r^)t«MDtod $6^ ptaroeot ctf tiw tote] 
Federtl fimtii for ouirent purpooee, toteiod.f 195,751, * doelino oi 59.4 
percent from the leoeipte of the imriota jeer. Ah othv Fedend 
greote or peymente, inoluding thoee for l e oeew h, emotiiited to 959,^7, 
oonstitudng the remeining 3.^ peroeoi of the totel reoeipte from the 
Fedend Qoremment for onrreot porpoMt.

In the 17 imtitatioos attendMi j»edcmikAndy by Negro stuctoite, 
total expenditures for educational and gmieral pnrpoaae few the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1954 were $18,848,178. This was an i nnreeee of 
more than $1 million, or 7.3 percent, oaer the oorreaponding expendi> 
turee for 1952-^. Inoraaaea oceurred in 5 ^ the 7 mrtagortaa in whkh 
educational and general axpenchtorea were rcfKWtad, ranging from 0.3 
percent for the opsratiem and maintenance oi the phyeioai jdant to 
33.1 peioent for organised aotirtties rel^d to ed^ticmal dspmV 
mente. Deoreesee ooeurred in 3 eategones, namely (s) organi»d 
reeeerch and (5) eztentioo mid public aernoea; theae decaeasea were 
44.8 and 37.5 percent, re^ieetiTcly (tebte 7). * 

Tbe pmemtage dietribntion of the expendituree for edoeationel and 
general purpoeea among the 7 eategewsee reported by the 17 izAtitiH 
tione atteiMled predominantly by Negro studente wju aa IdlowB:
